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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

Since  the  last  Town  Meeting,  the  Planning  Board  has 
continued  its  efforts  to  complete  a  comprehensive  Town 
Plan,  Sub-Division  Regulations  and  revision  of  the  Zon- 
ing Ordinance. 

To  accomplish  this,  the  Board  has  been  meeting  with 
the  ''Coos — 6''  Coordinating  Committee  and  with  the 
William  Dickson  Associates,  Inc.,  a  firm  of  professional 
planners. 

"Coos — 6",  as  referred  to  above,  are  the  six  towns 
of  North  Stratford,  Lancaster,  Jefferson,  Whitefield, 
Dalton  and  Northumberland.  The  individual  town  plans, 
sub-division  regulations  and  zoning  ordinances  have 
been  completed  and  submitted  to  the  towns  by  the 
planner.  With  the  six  towns  involved,  the  individual 
towns  plans  actually  become  an  area  plan  as  well. 

On  December  7,  the  Northumberland  Planning 
Board  held  a  public  hearing  on  its  Sub-Division  Regu- 
lations. Unfortunately,  only  one  person  attended  the 
hearing  other  than  the  Planning  Board  members  them- 
selves. 

The  Planning  Board  duly  adopted  the  Sub-Division 
Regulations  December  16,  1971  and  the  same  were  re- 
corded at  the  Coos  County  Registry  of  Deeds  Decem- 
ber 28,  1971.

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WATER  COSTS  TO  CLIMB 

Complete  Treatment  Ordered  By  State 

(The  following  article  taken  from  New  Hampshire 
TOWN  and  CITY,  Official  Publication  of  The  New 
Hampshire  Municipal  Association.) 

The  days  of  lightly  colored,  metallic  tasting  and  fishy 
smelling  drinking  water  are  numbered. 

Although  substandard  water  now  pours  from  spigots 
in  75  per  cent  of  New  Hampshire  homes,  a  new  regula- 
tion adopted  by  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission  will  force  a  change. 

Without  any  warning  or  fanfare,  the  commission  has 
decreed  that  all  new  or  expanded  surface  water  systems 
must  now  provide  "full  and  complete  treatment"  con- 
sisting of  chemical  coagulation,  sedimentation,  filtra- 
tion and  disinfection. 

All  existing  surface  water  supplies  with  chlorination 
as  the  only  means  of  treatment  "are  required  to  provide 
complete  treatment"  or  be  abandoned  and  replaced  with 
ground  water  supplies. 

"The  days  of  cheap  water  are  over,"  said  William  A. 
Healy,  executive  director  of  the  commission,  in  an- 
nouncing the  new  policy.  Healy  and  his  engineers  will 
begin  setting  deadlines  for  communities  to  comply  with 
the  new  rules  shortly — with  full  state  compliance  ex- 
pected in  between  five  and  10  years. 

Of  the  125  public  water  supply  systems  in  the  state, 
67  rely  on  surface  water — reservoirs,  streams  and  riv- 
ers as  opposed  to  wells  providing  ground  water.  But 
those  67  systems  provide  water  to  the  vast  majority 
of  state  residents. 

Only  four  communities  in  the  state  offer  complete 
water  treatment  for  their  surface  supply:  Lebanon, 
Portsmouth,  Durham  and  Newmarket.  Others  which 
rely  on  wells  will  be  unaffected  by  the  new  rule  —  al- 
though ground  water  supplies  are  fast  reaching  their 
maximum  potential. 
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State  officials  insist  that  the  water  now  coming  from 
surface  water  supplies  is  safe,  despite  complaints  about 
odor  and  taste. 

'It's  safe  but  lousy,"  says  Richard  Grossman,  a  sani- 
tary engineer  with  the  commission. 

Actually,  it  may  not  even  be  safe,  Daniel  Collins  of 
the  commission  points  out,  because  chlorination,  which 
is  virtually  the  only  treatment  given  to  surface  water 
supplies,  can  only  biologically  disinfect  the  water  — 
without  doing  anything  about  water-borne  viruses. 
What  concerns  state  officials  the  most  is  the  possibility 
of  an  epidemic  spread  through  a  town's  water  system. 
They  continually  refer  to  a  typhoid  death  in  Keene 
about  a  dozen  years  ago,  which  was  definitely  trans- 
mitted through  the  water  system,  and  an  incident  of 
hepatitis  in  Laconia  a  few  years  ago  which  was  believed 
at  one  time  to  have  come  from  the  drinking  water. 

There  are  two  water  supply  concerns  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. One  is  quality  and  the  other  is  supply. 

While  officials  are  now  dealing  with  such  problems  as 
Manchester  faced  this  summer,  with  hundreds  of  com- 
plaints about  water  taste — "You  simply  couldn't  drink 
it,"  said  one — the  question  of  dwindling  water  supplies 
is  not  really  being  faced. 

A  study  two  years  ago  for  the  Department  of  Re- 
sources and  Economic  Development  predicted  that  in 
50  years,  when  the  state's  population  triples  from  its 
present  700,000  to  about  2.4  million,  water  use  will  in- 
crease more  than  500  per  cent,  from  80  million  gallons 
a  day  to  450  million  gallons  a  day. 

Water  supply  problems  have  already  been  noticed  in 
some  areas,  notably  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
state,  in  which  the  main  population  growth  is  expected. 

"The  whole  southern  tier  is  in  trouble,"  said  Healy, 
pointing  especially  to  Salem,  Derry,  Dover  and  the  sea- 
coast.  "They  just  don't  know  the  predicament  they're 


in." 


State  officials,  convinced  that  enough  ground  water 
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just  does  not  exist  around  the  growing  cities  such  as 
Salem  —  whose  population  will  jump  500  per  cent  in 
the  next  50  years  while  its  water  use  skyrockets  4,400 
per  cent — are  now  saying  that  the  drinking  water  in 
the  future  will  come  from  the  Merrimack  River  and  the 
Connecticut  River  —  sources  considered  unsafe  for 
swimming  now. 

The  problem  of  supply  is  directly  related  to  the  ques- 
tion of  water  quality  because  communities  are  "moving 
to  less  desirable  supplies,  where  chlorination  is  not 
enough,"  says  Healy.  Nor  does  he  put  much  faith  in 
the  super-chlorination  systems  used  in  some  communi- 
ties, Laconia  for  example,  which  heavily  disinfect  the 
water  supply  but  still  do  nothing  about  the  possibilities 
of  virus. 

The  state  now  inspects  every  water  supply  at  least 
twice  a  month,  with  bigger  communities  like  Manches- 
ter being  monitored  two  and  three  times  a  day.  But  as 
ground  water  is  exhausted,  or  as  cities  grow  to  the 
point  where  wells  cannot  be  isolated  enough — municipal 
wells  must  have  400  feet  of  open  land  around  them  for 
bacteriological  protection  —  surface  supplies  will  have 
to  be  more  widely  utilized. 

Commission  engineers  also  are  concerned  about  the 
possibilities  of  another  drought,  like  the  disastrous  one 
in  the  mid-1960s,  whose  effects  are  still  being  felt.  They 
believe,  for  example,  that  Concord's  water  is  still  show- 
ing more  sedimentation  that  it  should  because  it  was 
forced  to  use  Turkey  Pond  during  the  drought. 

The  commission's  requirement  of  full  treatment  fa- 
cilities won't  catch  every  community  by  surprise.  Man- 
chester is  busily  desiging  a  $5  million  system,  Concord 
has  had  one  designed,  Salem  has  one  designed,  although 
it  is  now  believed  inadequate  because  the  source  of  sup- 
ply won't  be  enough  to  serve  the  area. 

'There  is  enough  water  in  the  state  to  satisfy  all 
needs,"  Healy  says,  "it's  just  a  matter  of  transferring 
it." 
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The  cost  of  water  lines  and  treatment  plants  must  be 
provided  locally,  without,  generally,  any  state  or  federal 
assistance.  "I  don't  want  to  raise  any  false  hopes ;  don't 
encourage  them,"  Healy  says,  noting  that  all  emphasis 
nationally  has  been  on  pollution  control.  He  compares 
the  budget  of  the  federal  Bureau  of  Water  Hygiene, 
which  deals  with  the  problem  of  drinking  water  nation- 
ly,  to  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  which  is 
concerned  with  cleaning  up  rivers  and  so  on.  EPA  has 
a  $2  billion  budget  working  through  Congress ;  the  Bu- 
reau of  Water  Hygiene  got  $2.3  million,  100  times  less. 

Healy  is  determined  to  do  everything  he  can  not  to 
frighten  communities  faced  with  the  need  to  construct 
water  treatment  plants,  stressing  that  his  agency  has 
no  intention  of  setting  unreasonable  deadlines.  "We'll 
be  starting  with  the  large  communities  but  they'll  all 
have  enough  time. 

"We're  not  going  to  be  unrealistic,  but  if  they  resist, 
we'll  have  to  ask  for  help  from  the  attorney  general's 
office." 

(In  1967,  the  estimated  cost  to  provide  full  treatment 
for  the  Groveton  water  supply  was  $250,000) .

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Non-Parti- 
san  ballot  system  as  provided  by  Chapter  59  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated.  (Inserted  on  petition  of  12  voters.) 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $126.00  to  install  three  new  street  lights  along  the  Lost 
Nation  Road  between  Smith's  land  and  Boudle's.  (Inserted  on  peti- 
tion of  14  voters.) 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3,300  to  change  the  1"  water  line  on  Grandview  Street 
from  to  1"  to  6"  and  to  pave  said  street  for  a  distance  of  approxi- 
mately 500'.  (Inserted  on  petition  of  22  voters.) 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,075  to  cover  the  cost  of  a  war  memorial  with  the 
names  thereon  of  those  men  who  served  in  the  military  service  dur- 
ing the  "Viet  Nam  Conflict."  (Inserted  on  petition  of  25  voters.) 


ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $10,000  to  tear  down  the  building  now  known  as  the  Em- 
ery Store  and  build  in  its  place  a  municipal  building  to  be  occupied 
by  the  Town  Clerk,  Town  Manager's  offices,  police  station,  court 
room,  jail  and  house  for  the  Town  Ambulance.  To  be  built  of  ce- 
ment block  and  veneered  with  red  brick.  (Inserted  on  petition  of  10 
voters.) 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  scale  of 
discounts  for  the  prepayment  of  real  estate  taxes  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500,  the  amount  estimated  will  be  allowed 
in  discounts  in  1972.  The  scale  of  discounts  to  be  as  follows:  3%  if 
paid  on  or  before  June  1,  1972;  2%  if  paid  on  or  before  August  1, 
1972;  and  1%  if  paid  on  or  before  October  1, 1972. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  Tax 
Collector's  deeds. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  incur  debts  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of  the  financial  year  such 
debts  are  incurred,  in  order  to  pay  current  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion expenses,  and  to  issue  notes  therefor  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  R.S.A.  33:7. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  its  Select- 
men to  appoint  all  other  Town  Officers  as  required  by  law. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or 
other  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  be  legally 
brought  before  said  meeting.

Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  Northumberland  School  District  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1971,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance 
with  the  vote  of  the  District.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  in- 
cluded as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  School  Board,  School  District  Treasurer  and  School 
Lunch  Programs. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30,  1970  and  June  30, 
1971,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Net  Debt 
of  the  District  decreased  by  $22,295.46,  from  $81,325.54  to  $59,030.08, 
during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1971. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:    (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  School 
District  during  the  fiscal  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2  with  the  factors 
which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.

A  statement  of  the  School  Tax  account  with  the  Town  of  North- 
umberland is  presented  in  Exhibit  D.  As  indicated  therein,  at  June 
30,  1971,  the  School  District  had  received  from  the  Town  of  Northum- 
berland the  total  of  the  1970-71  School  Tax,  the  amount  of  which  was

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  liabili- 
ties) increased  by  $7,295.46,  from  $20,674.46  to  $27,969.92,  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1971,  as  shown  herewith:

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Fiscal  Accounting  Records  Prescribed  for  E.S.E.A.  Title  I  Funds: 

Regulations  governing  fiscal  accounting  records  for  "E.S.E.A. 
Title  I"  funds  granted  the  District  require  separate  accounts  with 
accurate  line  item  records  of  receipts  and  expenditures  to  be  kept 
for  each  approved  project.  The  use  of  separate  purchase  orders  for 
the  procurement  of  supplies  and  services,  special  vendors  invoices, 
as  well  as  segregated  vendor  and  payroll  manifests  are  likewise 
required. 

Accordingly,  appropriate  control  and  detail  ledger  accounts 
should  be  maintained  for  each  individual  program.  These  records 
should  reflect  the  financial  activities  for  the  entire  fiscal  life  of  the 
program  and  are  to  be  closed  at  the  termination  of  project  activities 
or  after  all  obligations  incurred  have  been  discharged. 

Disposition  of  unencumbered  or  unexpended  funds  should  be 
clearly  indicated  on  the  records. 

School  District  Treasurer: 

The  Treasurer  should  maintain  the  standard  Note,  Bond  and 
Coupon  Register,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  33:12. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that 
this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter 
of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
School  District.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  one  single  school  topic  that  has  probably 
prompted  the  most  speculation  and  caused  the  greatest 
concern  is  the  discussion  of  possible  building  plans  for 
the  district.  A  study  committee  has  been  meeting  and 
studying  the  report  of  the  Center  for  Educational  Field 
Services  and  their  recommendations.  Many  people  have 
been  concerned  about  the  use  of  the  third  floor  at  the 
elementary  school  and  the  need  for  leasing  classrooms. 
Although  the  elementary  enrollments  are  currently  de- 
creasing slightly,  the  need  for  leased  space  will  con- 
tinue for  many  years.  In  spite  of  the  handicaps  of  the 
present  facilities  the  elementary  programs  have  been 
operating  very  well.  There  has  been  considerable  thrust 
to  develop  programs  that  meet  the  individual  needs  of 
children  with  specific  learning  problems. 

I.  The  Early  Childhood  Fellowship  Program  from 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire  selected  Groveton 
Elementary  School  as  a  site  for  an  activity  centered 
classroom. 

n.  Our  Title  I  Project  continued  with  our  language 
development  program  both  during  the  school  year  and 
during  the  summer.  This  program  provided  additional 
spoken  language  experiences  for  children  of  Grades  1 
and  n. 

This  school  year  we  also  developed  a  program  of  extra 
assistance  to  children  who  need  additional  help  in  the 
area  of  arithmetic  computational  skills. 

III.  The  Title  III  program  continued  with  children  re- 
ceiving help  in  speech  from  Mr.  Yoffee  and  Mrs.  Sulli- 
van. Mrs.  Tillotson  continued  the  program  for  children 
with  learning  disabilities. 

Our  school  also  borrowed  media  material  from  North 
Conway  and  the  Multi-Media  Service.  A-V  repair  serv- 
ice is  also  provided  by  the  media  center. 

IV.  In  the  area  of  curriculum  development,  two  com- 
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mittees  are  currently  evaluating  our  present  English 

and  spelling  programs. 

A  written  plan  has  been  formulated  to  meet  the  new 
Minimum  Standards  that  w^ill  be  applied  to  all  public 
elementary  schools  in  New  Hampshire  effective  in  Sep- 
tember, 1972. 

A  plan  has  already  been  developed  to  eliminate  the 
use  of  the  third  floor  in  September,  1972  by  leasing  one 
additional  classroom  and  rescheduling  some  of  the  ex- 
isting programs. 

An  athletic  program  for  the  boys  in  the  4th,  5th,  and 
6th  grades  was  set  up  this  year  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  McClure,  a  similar  program  for  girls  is  being  plan- 
ned for  next  year. 

The  space  problem  at  the  high  school  is  currently 
more  acute  than  that  at  the  elementary  school  because 
of  the  absence  of  alternative  solutions  such  as  leasing 
classrooms.  Simple  classroom  space  is  not  the  only  re- 
quirement, program  improvements  which  require  spe- 
cialized facilities  cause  added  problems.  Expansion  of 
vocational  areas  for  Industrial  Arts,  Home  Economics 
and  Business  are  urgently  needed.  The  library  or  learn- 
ing center  is  another  high  priority  area.  The  high 
school  is  currently  accommodating  approximately  360 
students  in  a  building  with  a  capacity  of  350.  The  mini- 
mum projected  enrollment  for  1976-77  is  442.  Careful 
consideration  of  some  long  range  building  plans  should 
be  carefully  developed  before  the  next  annual  meeting 
in  1973. 

The  cooperative  vocational  business  program  has 
been  continued  and  work  experiences  are  on  the  in- 
crease. Mrs.  Beattie  has  been  coordinating  this  pro- 
gram to  meet  the  needs  of  our  students  and  the  guide- 
lines for  federal  funding. 

A  major  curriculum  revision  at  the  high  school  is 
planned  for  next  year.  Many  full  year  courses  are  being 
broken  down  into  two  or  more  shorter  courses.  These 
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courses  are  sometimes  referred  to  as  mini  courses. 
Some  of  the  advantages  of  this  change  will  be : 

(1)  Offers  students  the  opportunity  to  make  up 
credits  during  the  school  year. 

(2)  A  greater  variety  and  choice  of  individual 
courses. 

(3)  Improved  motivation  and  interest. 

(4)  Shorter  term  but  in-depth  study  of  interest 
areas. 

(5)  Will  meet  more  individual  needs  of  students. 

The  Title  III  program  which  has  provided  special 
services  for  children  in  the  areas  of  speech  and  learn- 
ing disabilities  is  continuing  as  a  union  project.  The 
funding  responsibilities  by  the  union  which  began  last 
year  have  now  shifted  almost  entirely  to  local  respon- 
sibility although  there  will  still  be  some  speech  assist- 
ance from  North  Country  Education  Services  under  the 
joint  Title  III  project. 

Lack  of  state  funding  will  have  considerable  effect  on 
our  1972-73  budget.  This  year  the  state's  share  of 
building  aid  was  not  fully  funded  and  next  year's  is 
still  in  doubt.  Beginning  with  the  fourth  quarter  of  this 
school  year  the  state  will  no  longer  pay  40%  of  the  em- 
ployer's share  of  F.I.C.A.  on  teachers'  salaries.  The  full 
amount  must  be  carried  by  the  towns  and  amounts  to 
several  thousand  dollars.  Other  cut  backs  in  state  reim- 
bursements have  also  been  made  and  must  be  financed 
locally. 

I  personally  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  school  board,  the  staff,  and  the  citizens  of 
Northumberland  for  the  excellent  cooperation  and  sup- 
port which  we  have  received  during  the  year.
